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Annex Lucas Valley 
San Rafael Urged 


San Rafael Planning Com­ 
mission last night recommend­ 
ed an all-or-nothing annexation 
of the entire uninhabited area 
of Lucas Valley, to the ridge 
north of Marinwood. 
If the San Rafael City Coun­ 
cil goes along with the recom­ 
mendation, the land area of 
San Rafael would be more than 
doubled, stretching the north­ 
ern city limits past Terra Lin­ 
da. through Santa Margarita 
and Gallirias Valley including 
the Marin County Farm and 
St. Vincent’s School for Boys, 
to Big Rock Ridge and Pacheco 
Hill. 
The recommendation for an­ 
nexation does not include in­ 
habited areas such as the pop­ 
ulated Terra Linda subdivision, 
because 
annexation 
t h e r e 
would involve voting by the 
residents. 


The 
annexation 
question 
came up because owners of 
the 
900-acre 
Freitas 
ranch 
north of San Rafael requested 
annexation. 


Planners, thinking in terms 
of annexing entire watershed 
areas, recommended that Frei­ 
tas ranch be annexed, only if 
it is the first step in an an­ 
nounced city policy to even­ 


tually take over the entire 
valley to just beyond Marin­ 
wood. 
Planners pointed out 
that annexing part of a valley 
would only add to the drain­ 
age and other community serv­ 
ice problems. 
These are among the reasons 
given for the recommendation

Someone (just who remained 
a mystery) told Fossa to turn 
on the park sprinkler system in 
the morning and turn it off at 
night during the time he was 
supposed to be on vacation.

Overruling the county planning commission, the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors yesterday vetoed the Smith 
brothers’ proposed fill-and-cover dump site on their Las Gal­ 
linas Ranch, then heard of a new plan for establishing a dump 
near the Sonoma County line. 
The only dump permit application approved yesterday was 
for a five-acre dirt fill operation to be conducted near San 
Quentin Prison by Sohner Tree Service of San Anselmo. That 
site will be used only for chipping of brush, cutting of wood 
and disposal of tree and garden waste. 
Consideration of applications by the City of Sausalito for 
a dump on the Richardson Bay tidelands and by Louis Buzzme 
for one on his 600-acre Ignacio ranch was temporarily stymied 
by a technicality. 
Both of these requests were denied by the planning com­ 
mission last week. The technical point arose yesterday when 
the supervisors couldn't decide if they are empowered to hear 
appeals from use permit denials. 


County Counsel Leland H. Jordan checked the county 
zoning ordinance and advised the board it has no such power. 
But the supervisors nevertheless asked Jordan to explore the 
question with Buzzine’s attorney, Wallace S. Myers, and report 
back in two weeks.

San Quentin are situat­ 
ed between San Rafael Canal 
and the state highway.

Gardiner 
told the supervisors the canal­ 
ways firm objects to having 
the airport located near the 
highway. 
He said the com 
pany hopes to develop land 
near the proposed site, but 
can’t get FHA commitments 
if any part of a development 
lies within the airport flight 
pattern. 
As an alternative, Gardiner 
proposed the airport be locat 
ed away from the highway and 
out toward the bay, so the 
flight pattern would, in the 
main, be over water. 
He said 
if the airport is to be located 
in the “inner area” the canal­ 
ways firm may have to battle 
the county in a condemnation 
action.

Do you have a big tax bill 
to pay this year, in addition to 
w'hat your employer had al­ 
ready withheld from your 1957 
paycheck? 


If you did, then consider 
making a written agreement 
with your employer to have a 
greater amount withheld from 
your 1958 paychecks so that 
you will not have a big bill to 
pay in 1959. 


Withholding, at the regular 
rates, only covers the tax on 
your income from salary or 
wages and is inadequate if you 
have a large income or earnings 
from sources not subject to 
withholding. 
The law7 provides that you 
can agree with your employer 
to have him take more than the 
regular rate of withholding out 
of your pay check so that you 
will have your taxes fully paid 
at the end of the year. 
Your employer must be wil­ 
ling and you and your employ­ 
er must make an agreement, 
in writing, in such form as 
your employer may require, to 
have your employer take a stat­ 
ed amount of withholding from 
your wages. Your employer 
handles this just exactly the 
same way as other withholding 
and you also handle your re­ 
porting of this extra withhold­ 
ing on your tax return the 
same as any other withhold­ 
ing. This will let you pay your 
1958 income tax in 1958, as 
you receive your income, and 
not all in a lump sum in 1959. 
If this applies to you, then 
make 
such an 
arrangement 
with your employer now, so 
that you can spread the pay­ 
ment over as long a period 
as possible.

Navy Unveils 2 New 


Anti-Sub Torpedoes 


WASHINGTON 
UP) - - The 
Navy 
announced 
today 
that 
two new lightweight torpedoes 
—designed to seek out their 
targets by following sounds— 
have 
been delivered 
to the 
fleet. 
Known as the Mark 32 and 
the Mark 43, the torpedoes are 
the first of a new series de­ 
veloped by the Navy in its 
stepped-up 
concentration 
on 
anti-submarine warfare. 
The Mark 43 can be launch­ 
ed from either surface ships or 
aircraft. The Mark 32 is de­ 
signed for ship launching only. 
The Navy said the Mark 4.3 
weighs only about an eighth as 
much as aerial torpedoes’ used 
in World War II. It is about 


eight feet long and 10 inches 
in diameter. 
Rear Adm. F. S. Withington, 
chief of the Bureau of Ord­ 
nance, said the 
Mark 43 is 
j “actually a submersible guided 
missile 
and 
is 
capable 
of 
searching to great depths for 
enemy targets.” It is propelled 
by an electric motor powered 
by a battery. 
The Mark 32 is one of th« 
simplest anti-submarine weap­ 
ons the Navy has developed. 
It 
can 
be 
tossed 
overboard 
from an 
open 
launcher. 
As 
soon as the torpedo hits the 
water its built-in power plant 
and acoustical homing devices 
take over and carry it at high 
speed to its target.

of the costs. 


Sen. Richard L. \euberger 
(D-Ore i. subcommittee chair­ 
man. told reporters a rough 
estimate now places cost at up­ 
ward of 340 million dollars an­ 
nually for workers in the civil 
service of the executive, judi­ 
cial and legislative branches, 
and 
240 
million 
f o r . postal 
workers’ raises. 
Approved by the subcommit­ 
tee were a variety of amend­ 
ments to bills now pending on 
the Senate calendar to grant 
7 4 
per cent pay boosts to 
botli the postal and classified 
workers, plus an extra cost of 
living 
allowance 
for 
postal 
workers 
in 
the 
lowest 
five 
grades. 
The 
subcommittee's 
action 
followed on the heels of Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower’s recommen­ 
dation that military personnel, 
as well as civilian employees 
of the government, be given 
pay raises approximating 6 per 
cent, effective next July 1. 
Chairman 
Carl 
Vinson (D- 
Ga.) of the House Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee promptly in­ 
troduced in the House a bill 


providing the pay raises for 
military personnel. 


The pay raises recommend­ 
ed by the President would cost 
an estimated $1,053.000.000 an­ 
nually. 


Under the Eisenhower pro­ 
gram. all 
military personnel 
with more than two years of 
service would get a minimum 
increase of 6 per cent in base 
pay. 


The plan also would give the 
services greater flexibility in 
granting 
periodic 
r a i s e s , 
placing less emphasis on length 
of service and giving more con­ 
sideration to merit.

WASHINGTON UP — The 
government would give no de­ 
tails today on its brief admis­ 
sion that at least one plane 
carrying 
a 
nuclear 
weapon 
crashed without exploding the 
weapon.

Pentagon, 
apparently 
acting after consultation with 
other government agencies, re­ 
fused to say where or when the 
accident occurred 
or to say 
whether more than one such 
incident might have occurred. 


WITHIN U.S.? 
However, there was growing 
belief that the accident men­ 
tioned by the Air Force Mon­ 
day occurred within the last 
year in the continental United 
States and involved a B47 me­ 
dium bomber. ‘ 
Air Force spokesmen declin­ 
ed to answer a question about 
that possibility and had gen­ 
eral "no comment” when ask­ 
ed about other accidents. 


The pilot and co-pilot of a 
B29 which crashed and burn­ 
ed Aug. 5, 1950, in California 
confirmed that their craft was 
carrying the outer casing of 
an atomic bomb which did not 
explode. But they could not 
say whether the Air Force an­ 
nouncement referred to that 
crash. 


‘NO POSSIBILITY’ 
The 
pilot, Lt. 
Col. 
E. 
Q. 
Steffes Jr., said in Washing­ 
ton, “There was no possibility 
of an 
atomic explosion and 
there was none. In that form 
it (the bomb) was not capable 
of a nuclear explosion. It was 
just a certain quantity of TNT.” 
The co-pilot was Capt. Car­ 
ter W. Johnson, now at Ells­ 
worth Air 
Force Base. Rapid 
City, S.D. Like Steffes, he said 
the weapon lacked the vital 
component to explode it. John­ 
son, now a B52 bomber pilot, 
said

which followed the plane crash 
stemmed from the fuel tanks.

WASHINGTON (IP* — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower said today he 
thinks a reasonable amount of 
red ink financing would be far 
preferable to any increace in 
taxes. 
The President, in his first 
meeting with reporters since 
last Oct. 30, stuck to his be­ 
lief that there will be a busi­ 
ness upturn this year that will 
keep the new budget balanced. 
But he conceded that Congress 
might vote additional expendi­ 
tures and thus force federal 
spending over

goal of ,$73,900.000,000. 


The President, who suffer­ 
ed a mild stroke Nov. 25, ap­ 
peared to be in an amiable, 
easy mood. 


He said he felt fine. 
Eisenhower said that while 
he had not actually considered 
resigning in connection with 
h i s 
November 
illness, 
he 
would have no recourse but to 
quit if he ever felt or was told 
by a group of eminent doctors 
that he was not up to doing 
his job. 
But he said he did not anti­ 
cipate any such development 
in this connection. 
In 
other news conference 
highlights, Eisenhower: 
1. Said any summit meeting 
with the Russians could be held 
only 
after 
lengthy, 
careful 
preparation 
starting

ambassadorial level. But even 
after such preparation, he said 
there would be no point in a 
summit meeting unless there 
was clear evidence in advance 
that the top level conversa­ 
tions would result in profit­ 
able agreement.

can't compete with or surpass.” 
Trudeau, a corps commander 
in Korea, told a news confer­ 
ence he learned only this morn­ 
ing that he had been chosen to 
replace Lt. Gen. James Gavin 
as the Army’s research chief. 
He will take over the Penta­ 
gon post April 1, one day after 
Gavin's retirement becomes of- 
ficiai.

Trudeau, 55, sidestepped a 
question on consolidating the 
present U. S. chiefs of staff 
system under one head.

He stressed, however, 
that he had been “intimately 
concerned”

Dodgers Now Offer Another Plan 


To Use Coliseum For '58 Season 


LOS ANGELES

murky Los Angeles baseball

Possible clearing, followed by 
mass relief. 
For this was the day on 
which 
it 
appeared—not 
for 
sure, mind you—that the ques­ 
tion of where the Dodgers will 
play next season might finally 
be settled. 
After all but saying he had 
decided to put his National 
League team in little Wrigley 
Field. Dodger President Walter 
O'Malley appeared before the 
Memorial Coliseum commission 
yesterday with a newr idea for 
getting his athletes into the 
101.000-seat stadium. 
It was actually O'Malley's 
first appearance before 
the J 
commission, but the question 
of renting the Coliseum to the 
Dodgers had come up several 
times before, vith un'formly | 
inconclusive results. 
Today the commission was 
to hear a report from its base­ 
ball committee on O’Malley’s 
latest plan. If the session pro­ 
duced a rental proposition, it 
was to be voted on later to 
day, probably toward evening j 
O’Malley’s new idea was one 
which would not necessitate 
the removal of any coliseum 
»eats. 
It would call for a 300-foot I 


right field foul line and a cen­ 
ter field wall 440 feet from 
home 
plate 
at 
the farthest 
point. There would be a 40- 
foot screen over the short left 
held wall, to preclude cheap 
home runs, and a 6-foot fence 
in center field. 
Previous 
plans 
called 
for 
biting into the stands to ex­ 
tend one of the foul lines and 
this 
drew 
opposition 
from 
some commissioners. 
Under the O'Malley 
plan, 
home plate would be at the 
west (closed) end of the coli­ 
seum, 
so the 
sun 
wouldn’t 
shine in the eyes of batters. 
This is an idea that brought 
protests from the coliseum’s 
football tenants. UCLA, South­ 
ern California and the Los An­ 
geles Rams. They said the west 
end plan would involve re­ 
moval of considerable turf. Be­ 
cause of their interest in the 
matter, the football users were 
invited to attend today’s ses­ 
sions. 
In another key part of his 
presentation. 
O’Malley 
pro­ 
posed that the Dodgers pay a 
five per cent rental fee, based 
on gross ticket sales. The Ddd- 
gers would 
keep concession 
revenues. 
O’Malley said he would an­ 
ticipate attendance of two mil­ 
lion or more in 1958 and es­ 
timated the commission would 


receive $200,000 or more in 
revenue. This is not much less 
than the Coliseum took in last 
year from all sources. 
The usual rental fee is 10 
per cent. O'Malley said he fig­ 
ured the bulk of his patronage 
would be low-price ticket trade 
and added that he must pay 
taxes and maintenance costs 
for the next two years on Eb- 
bets Field in Brooklyn and 
Roosevelt Field in Jersey City, 
where the Dodgers played some 
of their games while based 
in Brooklyn. O'Malley said he 
must also pay taxes on Wrigley 
Field here, which he acquired 
last year. 
In addition. O'Malley said 
most clubs make $50,000 a 
year from beer sales alone.

It wilts so. 


MARTYRDOM 
Even th e w ell-buttered sand­ 
wich, fresh or freezer fresh, 
can become dull after a while. 
School children, w orking m en 
and business wom en often suf­ 
fer a m artyrdom of m onotony 
for years. It’s not necessary. 
As a lunch to ter of long 
standing, we often go weeks 
w ithout a sandw ich — p articu ­ 
larly during calorie regim es. 
W hat w ith -plastic containers 
and w ide-m outh vacuum bot­ 
tles, the variations on the lunch 
them e are as eildless as a lunch 
at home. We find th at waistline, 
com plexion and budget all ben­ 
efit from the perennial brown 
paper bag. 
Salads happen to be our fav­ 
orite form of nourishm ent — 
cool, crisp ones, th at is. Even 
a carrot or celery stick is m ore 
enticing if it is still full of 
snap. 


WALKING ICEBOX 
The trick ig this: fill a one- 
*cup plastic container about two- 
th ird s full of w ater th e night 
before and freeze it. In the 
m orning, put your p in t contain­ 
e r of salhd (some kinds can be 
tossed th e night before) into a 
double paper bag w ith the iced 
container on top. P u t th e works 
into a plastic bag. 
T he reason for doing it this 
way is th a t th e icy cold con­ 
tain ers “sw eat,H collecting a 
considerable am ount of w ater. 
U nless 
the 
insulating pap er 
bags are encased in plastic, 
your lunch bag m ay end up 
bottom less. 
Open your bag at noon and 
you ’ll find th e ice only p a r­ 
tially m elted. A p in t container 
of ice cubes will do the sam e 
trick, doubling as a cold drink, 
such as orange juice or non-fat 
m ilk. 


SALAD SURPRISES 
Salads have m ore range than 
any 
f o o d 
extant. 
Because 
th ey ’re kept cold, seafoods are 
safe. Shrim p, crab or chicken 
w ith celery are especially good. 
C ottage cheese m ay have as 
com panion any fresh or canned 
fruit. 
F or nuances, try a w hite 
w ine or sh erry m arinade on 
apples, orange sections, grapes, 
plum s, cherries, apricots, fresh 
pineapple, fresh pear, tan g er­ 
ines or frozen berries. By the 
tim e you get back to the old 
standbys of canned pear, peach 
or pineapple, th ey ’ll seem like 
a novelty. 
Choose the type of tossed 
greens w ith care. Rom aine, es­ 
carole, prickly endive and wa­ 
tercress 
stay 
crisper 
u n d er 
F rench dressing th an iceberg 
or red lettuce, for instance. 
Avocado m elts to m ake a de­ 
lightful green dressing by noon­ 
tim e. 
PRETTY PACKAGE 
You can pretty-up the pack­ 
age by arranging your tom ato 
q u arters or fru it sections so 
they show as a bright border 
through the plastic. 
Let yourself go in the super 
m ark et’s cracker departm ent. 
F or calorie counters, th ere are 
delightful 
variations 
on

m elba toast and rye w afer, es­ 
pecially in som e Norwegian and 
Swedish im ports. For variety, 
try nutbread, spread w ith eith ­

Sour cream 
goes w ell w ith cocktail rye 
bread. 
For the once-in-awhile sand­ 
wich, try one of the high pro-

One 
wife reports th a t h er husband 
m uch prefers hot bouillon to 
coffee as noon beverage. 
’ For the ju n io r set, hot to­ 
m ato soup m ight be the agent 
for a hot w iener or two, to be 
fished out and laid in a ready- 
spread m ustard bun.

T hanks to sandwich-size plas­ 
tic bags, you m ay add any num ­ 
ber of tantalizing tidbits— hard-

A plastic 
pill bottle will hold a salt-and- 
pepper m ixture, unless you p re­ 
fer the individual cardboard 
kind. 
T hanks to plastic, pie and 
other gooey finales arrive in­ 
tact, no m atter how the lunch­ 
box or bag is tossed around. 
W hatever you do, don’t fo r­ 
get the knife, fork and spoon. 
It m ight be well to tape a dupli­ 
cate set right to th e lunchbox— 
ju st in case.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Tax Rates, Not Appraisals 
Determine Amount To Pay 


In yesterday’s What Our Readers Say 
column Reader H. Yandel was critical 
of our stand urging incorporation of the 
new appraisal figures into the 1958 tax 
roll. 
We have had several other letters 
like this, letters which seem to indicate 
a misunderstanding about what the re­ 
appraisal program was meant to accom­ 
plish 
Let's get a few things straight. 
The 
reappraisal program is not aimed at in­ 
creasing taxes. Neither is it designed to 
collect more money. Its one and only 
function 
is 
to 
equalize 
appraisals 
throughout the county; to bring equity 
to all of the taxpayers by doing away 
with inequities which have crept into 
the assessment rolls over a period of 
many years. 
The amount of an assessment on a 
house does not determine the amount 
of taxes that are to be paid on it. 
The 
determining factor is the tax rate ap­ 
plied against that assessment. 
Let’s take for instance a lot which 
had been assessed at $100 and an re-as­ 
sessment was raised to $1.000. Quite a 
jump, you might think. But if the tax 
rate at $100 was $8 per $100, the tax 
bill would be $8. 
If on the reassessed 
value, however, the tax was only $.80 
per $100. the tax bill would still be only 
$8, exactly the same. 
This is an exaggerated example of 
course, but it illustrates the point. The 
amount of money available to the su­ 
pervisors, the school districts and the 
other agencies is not determined by the 
amount of the assessment on your prop­ 
erty. Rather it is based on the tax rate 
as applied to your property. 
Thus your main interest is to see that 
the assessment on your property is 
equitable with that of all other proper­ 


ties in the county, and the state too, for 
that matter. Four years ago the state 
declared that Marin’s assessment base 
was too low as compared with other 
counties 
and 
arbitrarily ordered 
it 
raised 26 per cent. This served only to 
magnify inequities between parcels of 
land in the county, although bringing 
them all closer to the state average. 
Thus as we urge release of the imme­ 
diate information on new appraisals, it 
is important that the taxpayer under­ 
stand what he should look for. The total 
appraisal may be larger, but this does 
not necessarily mean you will pay more 
taxes. Assessor George Hall does not 
have the information, nor does anyone 
else at the moment, on what the tax rate 
will be. Tax rates aren’t even in Hall’s 
department. 
But what you should be checking 
about your new appraisal figures is 
whether the property listed in your 
name is the correct property. You can 
compare your figures with your neigh­ 
bors’. 
They should check closely. 
If 
they do, you'll be assured that the re­ 
appraisal program has been effective; 
that you indeed have an equitable 
share, neither too much nor too little, 
of the county’s tax burden. 
Later when the tax roll is completed 
and put on display, you will be able to 
check still further, property against 
property. 
It may be that your eventual tax bill 
will be a little bit higher; in which case 
you haven't been paying your full share 
of the load in past years. Or it may be 
a little bit lower; in w hich case you have 
been paying a little too much. 
In any case, now you will be paying 
an equitable share. That’s why we paid 
a million dollars for the reappraisal pro­ 
gram.

Violent crimes increased nine per cent in 
New York City during one year, according 
to the annual report of Police Commissioner 
Stephen P. Kennedy. The total number of 
crimes rose from 294,861 In 1955 to 322,149 
in 1956.

Flood control bond oppon­ 
ents had criticized the forma­ 
tion of the district and the 
fact that former 
supervisor 
William Q. Wright of Novato 
excluded his own property, in­ 
cluding the Novato airport, 
from the district. The critic­ 
ism 
appeared 
in the argu­ 
ments against the flood con­ 
trol bond issue which wTas in­ 
cluded with the official sam­ 
ple ballot mailed out by the 
county clerk’s office. 
“Lots of people thought it 
was me,” said Gnoss. 
He explained to questions, 
that W right’s property was 
excluded from the zone “be­ 
cause they believed it did not 
contribute to the flood con­ 
trol problem. They had taken 
care of the flood control prob­ 
lem up there (at the Novato 
airport) 
themselves.

American Public Far More Anxious 


To Negotiate With Reds Than Expected 


If Congressional response 
to the President’s state of the 
union message is a good gauge 
of public opinion—and I be­ 
lieve it is—then the American 
people are far more eager to 
press negotiations with the 
Soviets than Secretary Dulles 
and some others in the admin­ 
istration have believed. 
There were two evidences 
of this attitude in the reac­ 
tions of the members of Con­ 
gress as they listened to Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower’s words. 
There were more applause 
breaks in response to the 
President’s emphasis upon the 
need to wage the peace than 
to anything else he had to say. 
The largest and most sus­ 
tained applause came toward 
the end of the address when 
the President declared that 
Americans “will always go the 
extra mile with anyone on 
earth if it will bring us nearer 
a genuine peace.” 


AT A TIME when the most 
visible threat comes from the 
out-thrusting advances in So­ 
viet weapons, at a time when 
the demand for missiles and 
more missiles gets support al­ 
most without asking, it was 
significant that the most spon­ 
taneous 
interruptions 
came 
when the President warned 
against “the tragic mistake of 
merely concentrating on mili­ 
tary strength.” 
His appeal that the “world 
cannot stand still on disarm­ 
am ent” despite the standstill 
of present negotiations, his 
invitation to the Soviets to 
join the U. S. in a common 
global campaign against ma­ 
laria—these and others like 
them touched a most respon­ 
sive chord on Capitol Hill. 


THIS DOES NOT mean that 
the American people want 
peace at any price or want 
agreem ent at any cost. 
But it does mean, I think, 
that the 
American 
people 
want negotiations with the 
Soviets, however tenuous the 
prospects of g e t t i n g any­ 
where; that they are not go­ 
ing to be satisfied with the 
position that because negotia­ 
tions are not likely to be pro­ 
ductive, 
they 
shouldn’t 
be 
started 41 any level and at 


any point they can be started. 
I happen to believe that 
Secretary Dulles is absolutely 
right in his judgm ent that the 
Soviets, under present cir­ 
cumstances, have no intention 
whatsoever 
to 
accept 
any 
agreem ent that reduces any 
tension of the cold war except 
at the disadvantage of the 
free world. 
But the United States can­ 
not safely stand in a position 
of grooved inflexibility. There 
is good reason to believe that 
the President does not in­ 
tend to do so. 


THERE ARE SOUND rea­ 
sons to prepare ourselves to 
negotiate earnestly—with our 
eyes wide open. 
The American people will 
find mounting defense spend­ 
ing and unabated taxes toler­ 
able only as they are con­ 
vinced that the United States 
is energetically and resource­ 
fully doing everything it can 
to find some way to stop the 
endless and. perhaps catastro­ 
phic, piling up of the weap­ 
ons of mass suicide. And that 
goes double for our NATO al­ 
lies. 
Furtherm ore, even if it is 
true that the Soviets have no 
present wish to settle any dis­ 
pute under equally measured 
concessions, it isn’t g o o d 
enough to accept this state 
of affairs as though nothing 
ever could be done about i t

Are Kiddies 'Cute1 When Naughty? 


Is Â Daily Spanking Necessary? 


Do you want your children 
to be obedient? 
I hope so. 
Here are some important sug­ 
gestions for teaching 
obedi­ 
ence. 
Be consistent. 
Some folks 
think it’s cute for children to 
be naughty. 
They’re mistak­ 
en. 
Establish your rules as to 
what is right and what’s wrong. 
Explain them repeatedly so 
your 
youngsters 
understand. 
Don't change. 
lie sure your 
spouse follows the same rules. 
If you are inconsistent, you’ll 
have troubles. 
Use praise and rewards. Use 
them sincerely. 
Praise should 
be honest. 
Rewards should be 
rare, and earned. 
Your chil­ 
dren need to know you approve 
of them. Let them know you’re 
proud of their progress. 
Punish when needed. 
But 
don’t overdo your punishment. 
Always use the mildest device 
that will teach the needed les­ 
son. 
Reserve corporal punish­ 
ment for the few most serious 
situations. 
Other things usual­ 
ly are better. Daily spankings 
may do more harm than good. 
Expand their freedom. Your 
goal is to make your children 
independent 
of 
you. 
When 


they re able to go to the store 
alone, let them. 
If they can 
ride the bus by themselves, let 
them. 
Give them all the free­ 
dom they can handle safely. 
Remember that each child is 
different. 
Love them. 
Love underlies 
everything. 
Even when you 
punish, they should know you 
love them. While they’re tiny, 
be free with hugs and kisses. 
When they’re older, you’ll need 
to be more subtle. 
But they 
still should sense your affec­ 
tion. 
Your love is the 'foun­ 
dation upon which they build.

Housing Code 


A county housing code ex­ 
empting farms from its provis­ 
ions was unanimously adopted 
yesterday by the Marin Board 
of Supervisors. 
Passed without debate, the 
code sets minimum standards 
for human occupancy of build­ 
ings. It regulates sanitation fa­ 
cilities. structural soundness, 
electrical 
equipment, 
plumb­ 
ing, mechanical equipment and 
hazardous conditions. 
When the measure came up 
for board discussion in Decem­ 
ber, it was blasted by mem­ 
bers of the Marin County Farm 
Bureau. They said the farmers 
shouldn’t be regulated by a 
code “being passed just for 
Marin City.” 
CODE MODIFIED 
The code is required by the 
federal government as a condi­ 
tion for federal fund alloca­ 
tions for redevelopment of Ma­ 
rin City. Agreeing with the 
Farm Bureau, the supervisors 
held that a housing code drawn 
primarily for urban use should 
be modified when applied to 
rural areas. 
As adopted, the code in­ 
cludes the same farmers’ ex­ 
emption contained in the build­ 
ing code.

NEW YORJv (IB—Suburban 
shopping centers are sprouting 
across the country. The result 
Is an economic revolution that 
has Main street retailers caught 
between 
fighting or joining 
them. 
Some already have joined 
what seems to be an irresistible 
force. Others are f' hting, but 
no one denies American shop­ 
ping habits have changed. 
In 1949 there were only 751 
shopping centers in the United 
S t a t e s . A recent

placed the current number at 
about 3,000, with 2,000 more 
being built or in the planning 
stage.

that a department store tempts 
the housewife to put on a good 
dress and high heels—some­ 
thing that doesn’t mix well 
with grocery shopping.

WHY THEY FAILED 
The International Council of 
Shopping Centers,

managers, says these failures 
were due to poor location and 
planning, or poor management. 
It says some of the centers that 
failed have been revived under 
new management. 
It is notable that the centers 
spring up in greater proportion 
than the population shift to the 
suburbs. In other words, they 
are cutting in ori Main street’s 
customers. 
The shopping center people 
go so far as to say Main street 
must go. They argue it is a 
carryover 
from 
horse 
a n d 
buggy days when there always 
were plenty of hitching posts. 
WHY RIDE BUSES 
Now a two-car family is not 
at all unusual and nearly every 
family outside the dense metro­ 
politan areas has at least one 
car. People don’t want to ride 
crowded buses when they can 
drive almost to the door of a 
modern, attractive center. 
Main street merchants aren’t 
buying any funeral wreaths but 
most of them agree they must 
go for some extensive face­ 
lifting, new merchandising tac­ 
tics—and parking space. They 
feel that comparative shopping 
and lower prices are a big ad­ 
vantage which can be exploited 
through promotion campaigns.
